th dear Friend, | Liſbon, April 1, hos, 
Y this time, I ſuppoſe, you have heard of my arrival at 
Liſbon, and are wondering what led me thither, eſpecially 
dae To r you of my intention to go to Georgia by 
. way 


, 
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way of New-York. This was really my deſign at the time of 
my writing; but being afterward called by Providence to take 


vith me ſeveral orphan children, I. thought it moſt adviſeable 
to go and ſettle them, and my other domeſtic affairs, at the 


Orphan-houſe firſt, that I might viſit the northern parts of 
America with more eaſe and freedom in my own mind.—Tt 


happened that the Sucreſs, Captain Thomſon, bound for Port. 


Reyal, South-Carelina, (which is not very far from Georgia) 
yas then almoſt ready to ſail. —I ſent for the Owner, and 
ding that the ſhip was to touch at Liſbon to unload ſome 
wheat, it occaſioned a little demur; but, upon ſecond 
thoughts, believing it might be ſerviceable to me, as a preacher 
and proteſtant, to ſee ſomething of the ſuperſtitions of the 


church of Rome, I took my paſſage, and embarked in the Suc- 


ceſs the 7th of March. On the 14th we reached Cape Finiſter. 
On the 15th came in ſight of the Burlings; and on the 16th 


anchored ſafe before Bellem, about four miles diſtance from 


Liſbon, the metropolis of Portugal. Ag I knew nobody there, 

and had formed but an indifferent idea of the inhabitants, from 
the account that had been given me of them, I had purpoſed 
within myſelf to keep on board, and go aſhore only now and 
then in the day-time. But Providence ſo ordered it, that a 
gentleman of the factory, who had heard me himſelf, and 
whoſe brother had been awakened -under my miniftry ſeveral 
years ago, immediately, on hearing of my arrival, ſent me an 
offer of his houſe during my ſtay. I thankfully accepted it; 
and ſpecial leave being procured for my going aſhore, I was 


carried in a chaiſe and pair from Bellem to Liſbon. A new 


ſcene, both in reſpect to the ſituation of the place, the faſhion 
of the buildings, and the dreſs of the inhabitants, preſented - 
itſelf all the way. But what engaged my attention moſt, was 
the number of crucifixes, and little images of the Virgin Mary, 
and of other real or reputed ſaints, which were placed almoſt - 


in every ſtreet, or fixed againſt the walls of the houſes almoſt 


at every turning, with lamps hanging before them. To theſe, 


I obſerved the people bow as they paſſed along; and near ſome 


of them ſtood ſeveral little companies, finging with great 
earneſtneſs. This ſeemed to me very odd, and gave me an 
idea of what further eccleſiaſtical curioſities would probably 


fall in my way, if I mood be detained here any time, Theis 
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expectations were quickly raiſed ; for, not long after my arri- 
val at my new lodgings, (where I was received and enter- 

_ tained with great gentility, hoſpitality and friendlineſs) upon 
looking out of the window, I ſaw a company of prieſts and 
friars bearing lighted wax tapers, and attended by various forts 

of people, ſome of which had bags and baſkets of viduals in 
their hands, and others carried proviſions upon their ſhoul- 
ders on ſticks between two. Aﬀer theſe, followed a mixed 
multitude, ſinging with a very audible voice, and addrefling 
the Virgin Mary in their uſual ſtrain, «+ Ora pro nobis.“ Ia 
this manner they proceeded to the priſon, where all was de- 
poſited for the uſe of the poor perſons confined therein. But 
a far more pompous proceſſion of the like nature (as a ſtander- 
by informed me) paſſed by a few days before. In this 
there were near three hundred Franciſcan friars, many of which 
(beſides porters hired for the purpoſe) were loaded with a va- 
riety of food ; and thoſe who bore no burden, carried either 
_ ladles or 1 in their hands. Sights of this nature being 
_ quite a novelty to me, I was fond of attending as many of 
them as I could. Two things concurred to make them more 
frequent at this juncture, — the ſeaſon of Lent,—and an ex- 
ceſſive drought, which threatened the total deſtruction of the 
fruits of the earth. For the averting ſo great a judgment, and 
© for the imploring the much longed-for bleſſing of rain, daily 
proceſſions had been made from one convent or another, for a 
conſiderable time. One of theſe I ſam : it was looked upon as 
a pretty grand one, being made up of the Carmelite friars, the 
pariſh prieſts, and a great number of what they call the bro- 
thers of the order, who walked two by two in divers habits, 
holding a long and very large lighted wax-taper in their right 
hands. Amidſt theſe was carried, upon eight or ten mens 
ſhoulders, a tall image of the Virgin Mary, in a kind of man's | 
- attire; for I think ſhe bad a very fine white wig on ber head, 
( dreſs ſhe often appears in) and was much adorned with 
- jewels and glittering ſtones. At ſome diſtance from the Lady, 
4 under a large canopy of ſtate, and ſupported likewiſe by ſix 
bodbr eight perſons, came a prieſt, holding in his hand ſome noted 
ke big After him, followed ſeveral thouſands of people, joining 
with the friars in ſinging, % Eandem cantilenam, Ora pro nobis, 
all . way. Still rain was  denledy, and ſtil! proceſſions were 
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continued. At length the clouds began to gather, and the 
mercury in the barometer fel] very much. Fhen was brought 
out a wooden image, which they fay never failed. It was the 
figure of our bleſſed Lord, cloathed with purple robes, and 
erowned with thorns.” I think they call him the Lorp or 
THE PassI0n. Upon his ſhoulders he bore a large croſs, 
under the weight of which he was repreſented as ſtoopi | 
till bis body bent almoſt double, He was brought from the 
Le Graſs convent in very great pomp, and placed in a large 


cathedral church. Being on board at that time, I loſt this 


ſight ; but the ſubſequent evening T beheld the SeIGNEUR. 


fixed on an eminence in a large cathedral church, near the 
altar, furrounded with wax tapers of a prodigious ſize. He 


was attended by many noblemen, and thouſands of ſpectators of 
all ranks and ſtations, who crouded from every quarter, and in 


their turns, were admitted by the guards to come within the 


rails, and perform their devotions. This they expreſſed by 
kneeling, and kiffing the SEIoxEUx's heel, by putting their 
left and right eye to it, and then touching it with their beads, 
which a gentleman i in waiting received from them, and then 
returned again. This ſcene was repeated for three days ſuc- 

ceſſively ; and during all this time, the church and ſpace be- 

fore it was ſo thronged with carriages and people, that there 
was ſcarce any paſſing. The muſic on this occafion was ex- 
tremely ſoft, and the church was illuminated in a very ſtriking 
manner. The third day in the forenoan it rained, and ſoon. 
after the S£16NEUR was conducted home in as great ſplendour, 


and with much greater rejoicing, than when he was brought 
forth. As my ſituation was very commodious, I ſaw the 
whole; and afterwards went and heard part of the ſermon, . 


which was delivered before him, in the church to which the 


SEIGNEUR belonged. . The preacher was full of action; and 


in ſome part of his diſcourſe, (as one who underſtood Portu 


- greſe informed me) pointing to the i image, he ſaid, Now he 
is at reſt, e went out in juſtice, but is refuriied | in mercy.” | 


And towards the concluſion, he called upon the people to join 


weeping * compleat the ſolemnity, immediately 


with him in an extempore prayer. This they did with great 
fervency, which was expreſſed not only by repeating it aloud, 
but by beating their breaſts, and clapping their cheeks, and 
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| after the delivery of the bleſſing, all on a ſudden, from the 
Place near which the image ſtood, there was heard a moſt ſoft 
and ſoothing ſymphony of muſic, which being ended, the aſ- 
ſembly broke up, and I returned to my lodgings ; not a little 
affected, to ſee ſo many thouſands led away from the ſimplicity 
of the goſpel, by ſuch a mixture of human artifice and blind 
| ſuperſtition, of which indeed I could have formed no idea, 
. 1 not been an eye witneſs. This concern was ſtill in- 
creaſed, by what I heard from ſome of my fellow paſſengers, 
who informed me, that about eleven one night, after I came 
aboard, they not only heard a friar preaching moſt fervently 
before the SEIGNEUR, but alſo ſaw ſeveral companies of peni- 
tents brought- in, laſhing and whipping themſelves ſeverely. 
How little unlike this, to thoſe who cut themſelves with 
knives and lancets, and cried out from morning till night, 
% O Baal, hear us.” ——MethinksT hear you ſay, And had 
I been preſent, I ſhould have wiſhed for the ſpirit of an Elijab 
 to—” Huſh, my friend, I am content to gueſs at the reſt till 
we meet. In the mean while, let us comfort ourſelves with 
this thought, that there is-a ſeaſon approaching, when the 
Lok Gop of Eljab will himſelf come, and deſtroy this and 
every other ſpecies of antichriſt, by the breath of his mouth, 
and the brightneſs of his appearing, even by the all-conquer- 
ing manifeſtations of his eternal Spirit. Whether as men, 
chriſtians, and proteſtants, we have not more and more reaſon 
to pray night and day, for the haſtening on of that gloriaus 
and long wiſhed-for period, you will be better able to judge, 
| when 1 ſend you (as I purpoſe to do, if I have time) a further 
account of a Lent proceffion or two, of which I was alſo a 
ſpectator.

| My der Friend, Tian, April 3, 1784. 
Te ſome other buſineſs demands my attention, 
yet I muſt not forget the promiſe made you of a further 


account of the proceſſions I faw at Liſbon. Some of thoſe 
. | "_ 
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already mentioned, were extraordinary, by reaſon of their great 
drought ; but that which is to be the ſubject of my preſent. 
letter, was an annual one: it being cuſtomary at Liſbon to ex- 
hibit ſome proceſſion or another every Friday in Lent.” An 
intelligent Proteſtant, who ſtood near me, was ſo good as to 
be my interpreter of the dumb ſhew as it paſſed along. —I fay 
dumb fhew : for you muſt know it was chiefly made up off 
waxen or wooden images, carried on mens ſhoulders through 
the ſtreets, intending to repreſent the life and death of St. Fran- 
cis, the founder of one of their religious orders. They were 
brought out from the Franciſcan convent, and were preceded 
by three perſons in ſcarlet habits, with baſkets in their hands, 
in which they received the alms of the ſpectators, for the bene - 
fit of the poor priſoners. After theſe, came two little boys i in 
party-coloured cloaths, with wings fixed on their ſhoulde 
in imitation of little angels.—Then appeared the figure of 
St. Francis, very gay and beau-like, as, he uſed to be before 
his converſion. In the next, he was introduced under con- 
vition, and conſequently ſtript of his finery. Soon after 
this, was exhibited an image of our blefſed Lorp himſelf, in 
a purple gown, with long black hair, with St. Francis lying 
before him, to receive his immediate orders. 'Then came the 
Virgin Mother, (borreſco referent) with CHRIS her fon at 
her left hand, and St. Francis making his obeiſance to both. 
—— Here, if I remember aright, he made his firſt appearance 
in his friar's habit, with his hair cut ſhort, but not as yet ſhaved 
in the crown of his head. After a little ſpace, followed a 
mitred Cardinal gaudily attired, and before him lay St. Francis 
almoſt proſtrate, in order to be confirmed in his office. Soon 
after this, he appears quite metamorphoſed into a monk, his 
crown ſhorn, his habit black, and his loins girt with a knotted 
cord.—Here he prays to our Saviour hanging on a croſs, that 
the marks of the wounds in his hands, feet, and fide, might! be 


impreſſed on the ſame parts of his body, The prayer is 


granted ; blood comes from the hands, feet, and ſide; and the 
ſaint, with great devotion, receives the impreſſions. This was 
repreſented by red waxen firings, reaching from thoſe parts of 
the image to the correſponding parts of St. Francis's body. 
Upon this he begins to do wonders ; and therefore, in a little 


wane, he is carried * as holding up # houſe which was 
Juſt 
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juſt falling. This miracle, they ſay, was performed (if my in- 
formation be true) at Madrid, but the particulars of its hiſtory 
I have forgotten. At length the father dies, and is brought 
forth lying in his grave. But lo I the briars and nettles under 
which ke lay, ate turned into fine and fragrant flowers. Aſter 
this he is borne along upon & bier covered with a ſilver pall, 
and four friars lamenting over him. He then appears for 
the laſt time, but with an increaſe of power; for he was re- 
preſented as drawing tormented people out of purgatory with 
his knotted cord, which, as you may well imagine, the poor 
ſouls catched at, and took hold of very eagerly. At length 
came a gorgeous friar under a ſplendid canopy, bearing i in his 
hand a piece of the holy croſs. After him followed two more 
little winged boys, and then a long train of fat and well-fa- 
voured Franciſcans, with their Galceis Fene/tratis, as Eraſmus 
calls them; and ſo the proceſſion ended. Methinks I hear you 
ſay, It is full time; and ſo ſay I: for as the fight itſelf 
diſguſted me, ſo I am perſuaded the bare harration of it, 
though ever ſo ſhort, cannot be very pleaſant to one who I 
know abhors every thing that ſavours of ſuperſtition and idol- 
atry. We will therefore take our leave of St. Francis, whoſe 
proceſſion was in the day time: but I muſt tell you it is only 
to inform you of another of a much more awful and ſhocking 
nature, which I ſaw afterwards at night. About ten o'clock, 
being deeply engaged in converſation with my kind hoſt, in 
"came an Engliſhman, and told me in all haſte, that he had ſeen 
a train of near two hundred penitents paſſing along, and that 
in all probability I might be gratified with the ſame ſight, if I 
haſtened to a place whither he would conduct me. I very 
readily obeyed the ſummons, and, as curiolity quickened my 
pace, we ſoon came up with ſome of thoſe poor creatures, 
who were then making a halt, and kneeling in the ſtreet, 
whilſt a friar from a high croſs, with an image of our Lozo 
crucified in his hand, was preaching to them and the popu- 
lace with great vehemence. Sermon being ended, .the peni- 
tents went forwards, and ſeveral companies followed after 
with their reſpective preaching friars at their head, bearing 
crucifixes. Theſe they pointed to and brandiſhed frequently, 
and the hearers as frequently beat their breaſts, and clapped 
their checks, At proper pauſes they ſtopped and prayed, and 
coeds 2 l _ 
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dne of them, more zealous than the reſt, before the King's pa- 
lace, ſounded the word penitentia through a ſpeaking trumpet. 
| The penitents themſelves were clothed and covered all over 
with white linen veſtments, only holes were made for their 
eyes to peep out at. All were bare-footed, and all had long 
heavy chains faſtened to their ancles, which, when dragged 
along the ſtreet, made a diſmal rattling : but though alike in 
dreſs, yet in other reſpects there was great variety amongſt 
them. For ſome carried great ſtones on their backs, and 
others dead mens bones and ſkulls in their hands. Some bore 
large and ſeemingly very heavy croſſes upon their ſhoulders, 
whilſt others had their arms extended quite wide, or carried a 
bow full of ſwords with the points downwards. Moſt of them 
whipped and laſhed themſelves, ſome with cords, and others 
with flat bits of iron. It being a moonſhine night, I could 
| ſee them quite well; and indeed ſome of them ſtruck ſo hard, 
that I perceived heir backs (left bare on purpoſe to be ſlaſhed} 
were quite red, and ſwoln very much by the violence and re- 
petition of the blows. Had my dear friend been there, he 
would have joined with me in ſaying, that the whole ſcene 
was horrible ;—ſo horrible, that, being informed it was to be 
continued till morning, I was glad to return from whence IL 
came about midnight. Had you been with me, I know- 
you would have joined with me in praifing and gratefully / 


adoring the Lord of all lords, for the great wonder of the re- 


formation, and alſo for that glorious deliverance wrought out 
for us a few years paſt, in defeating the unnatural rebellion. - 
O what a mighty ſpirit and power from on high muſt Luther, 
Calvin, Melanfthon, Zuinglius, and thoſe glorious reformers, - 
be neceſſarily endued with, who dared firſt openly to oppoſe and 
ſtem ſuch a torrent of ſuperſtition and ſpiritual tyranny!

' as well pleaſed with, my morning's entertainment as with any 


thing I bad ſeen ſince my artival.—I believe the whole took 


up near two hours. After dinner we went to ſee the churches z 


but the magnifience and ſumptuouſneſs of the furniture, can - 
not well be expreſſed. Many of them were hung on the o- 
caſion with purple damaſk trimmed with gold. In one of them 
there was a ſolid ſilver altar of ſeveral yards circumference, 


and near twelve ſteps bigh : and in another a gold one, fill 


more magnificent, of about the ſame dimenſions. — Its bafis 
was ſtudded with many precious tones, and near the top were 
placed filver images, in repreſentation of angels. Each ſtep © 
was filled with large ſilver candlefticks, with wax-tapers. in 


them, which going up by a regular aſcent, till they farmed 
themſelves into a pyramid, made a maſt glittering and ſplendid 
blaze. The great altars alſo of the other churches were illy- 


minated maſt profuſcly, and ſilver pats. of artificial fois, 


with a large wax-taper between each, wete fixed. all, round

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pounds would not defray the expences of this one day, 
Go which way you would, nothing was to be ſeen but 
illuminations within, and hurry without. — For all per- 
ſons, princes and crowned heads themſelves not excepted, 
are obliged on this day to viſit ſeven churches: or altars, in 
imitation, as is ſuppoſed, of our Loxp's being hurried from 
one tribunal to another, before he was condemned to be hung 
upon the croſs. I ſaw the queen paſs by in great ſtate to 
viſit three of them. Velvet cuſhions were carried before her 
Majeſty, and boards laid along the ſtreets for herſelf and re- 
tinue to walk upon. Guards attended before and behind, 
and thouſands of ſpectators ſtood on each ſide to gaze at them 
as they paſſed along. Being deſirous of ſeeing the manner of 
their entrance, we got into the laſt church before they came. 
It was that of St. Domingo, where was the gold altar before 
mentioned, and at which her Majeſty and train knelt about a 
quarter of an hour.—All the while, the Dominican friars ſung 
moſt ſurpriſingly ſweet. But as I ſtood near the altar, over 
againſt the great door, I muſt confeſs my very inmoſt ſoul 
was ſtruck with a ſecret horror, when, upon looking up, I 
ſaw over the front of the great window of the church, the 
, heads of many hundred Fews, painted on canvas, who 
: had been condemned by what they call the Holy Inquiſition, 
| and carried out from that church to be burnt.—Strange way 
this, of compelling people to come in ! Such was not thy me- 
thod, O meek and. compaſſionate Lamb of Gop ! Thou ca- 
meſt not to deſtroy mens lives, but to ſave them. But bigotry 
is as cruel as the grave.—lIt knows no remorſe. —From all its 
bitter and dire effects, good Lord deliver us !—But to return 
to the Queen.

My dear Friend, „ Liſbon, April 12, 1755. 


FT ER the news already ſent you, I thought our Liſbon 

correſpondence would entirely have been put a ſtop to; 
for: upon returning to my lodgings, (as, weary I believe as 
others that had been running from church to church all day) 
word was ſent me, that our ſhip would certainly ſail the next 


morning. This news, I own, was not altogether agreeable to 
me, becauſe I wanted to ſee the concluſion of the Lent ſolem- 


nities. However, I made ready; and having diſpatched my 
private affairs the over-night, was conducted very early in the 
morning, by my kind hoſt, down to Bellem, where the ſhip 
lay. We parted. The wind promiſed to be fair; but dying 
away, I very eagerly went aſhore once more. But how was 
the ſcene changed | Before, all uſed to be noiſe and hurry ; 


now, all was huſhed and ſhut up in the moſt awful and pros 


found ſilence. No clock or bell had been heard ſince yeſter- 
day noon, and ſcarce a perſon was to be ſeen in the ſtreet all 
the way to Liſbon. About two in the afternoon we got to the 
place, where (I had heard ſome days ago) an extraordinary 


ſcene was to be exhibited, Can you gueſs what it was ?— 


Perhaps not. Why then I will tell you. © It was the cru- 
cifixion of the Son of God, repreſented partly by dumb ima- 


ges, and partly by living perſons, in a large church belonging 


to ws nn of St, De = —_— thouſands erouded 
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into it; ſome of whom, as I was told, had been waiting there | 
from even ſix in the morning. Through the kind interpoſi- 
tion and aſſiſtance of a proteſtant or two, I was not only ad- 
mitted into the church, but was very commodiouſiy ſituated 
to view the whole perſormance. We had not waited long 
before the curtain was drawn up. Immediately, upon a high 
ſoeaffold hung in the front with black bays, and behind with 
filk'purple damaſk laced with gold, was exhibited to our view 
an image of the Lok n Jzsvs at full length, crowned with 
thorns, and nailed on à croſs between two figures of like di- 
menſions, repreſenting the two thieves. At a little diſtance 
on the fight hand, was placed an image of the virgin Mary, 
in plain long ruffles, and a kind of widow-weeds. Her veil 
Was purple filk, and the had a wire glory round her head.—At 
the foot of the croſs lay, in a mournful penſive poſture, a liv- 
ing man, dreſſed in woman's cloaths, who perſonated Mary 
Magdalen; and not far off ſtood a young man, in imitation 
of the beloved diſciple. — He was dreſſed in a looſe green filk 
veſture, and bob-wig. His eyes were fixed on the croſs, 
and his two hands a little extended. On each fide, near the 
front of the ſtage, ſtood two centinels in buff, with formida- 
ble caps and long beards ; and directly in the front ſtood ano- 
ther yet more formidable, with a Jarge target in his hand, 
- We may ſuppoſe him to be the Roman centurion, To com- 
pleat the ſcene, from behind the purple hangings came out 
about twenty little purple-veſted winged boys, two by two, 
each bearing a lighted wax-taper in his hand, and a crimſon 
and gold cap on his head. —At their entrance upon the ſtage, 
they gently bowed their heads to the ſpectators, then kneeled 
and made obeiſance, firſt to the image on the croſs, and then 
d that of the virgin Mary.

After he 
had proceeded in his diſcourſe about a quarter of an hour, a 
confuſed *. was heard near _— front great door z upon 
Cas . (urping 
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tirning my head, I ſaw four long- bearded men, two. of 
which carried a ladder on their ſhoulders, and after them fol- 
ſowed two more with large gilt diſhes in their hands, full of 
finen, Ipicet, &c. Theſe (as I imagined) were the repreſen- 
tatives of, Mesdemus and Joſeph of Arithathza. Om a ſignal 
given from the pulpit, they advanced towards the ſteps of the 


it the watchful centürion's nod, the obſervant ſoldiers made 
a paſs at them, and preſented the points of their javeling di- 


realy to their breaſts. They are repulſed. Upon this a let- 


ter from Pilate is produced. The centurion reads it, ſhakes - 


his head, and with looks that beſpoke a forced compliance, 
beckons to the centinels to withdraw their arms. Leave be- 
ing thus obtained, they aſcend ; and having paid their ho- 

mage, by kneeling firſt to the image on the croſs, and then 
te the virgin Mary, they retired to the back of the ſtage. 
Still the preacher continued declaiming, or rather (as was 
ſaid) explaining the mournful ſcene. Magdalen perſiſts in 
wringing her hands, arid variouſly expreffing her perſonated 
forrow ; whilſt John (ſeemingly regardleſs of all beſides) ſtood 
| gazing on the crucified figure. By this time it was near 


three o'clock, and therefore proper for the ſcene to begin to 


tloſe. The ladders are aſcended, the ſuperſcription and crow 
of thorns taken off, long white rollers put round the arms of 
the image, and then the nails knocked out which faſtened the 
hands and feet. Here Mary Magdalen looks moſt languiſhing, 


and Jobs, if podle, ſtands more thurder-Rruck than before, 
— The orator lifts up his voice, and almoſt all the hearers ex- 


preſſed concern by weeping, beating their breaſts, and ſmit- 
ing their cheeks.—At length the body is gently: let dawn. 
Magdalen eyes it, and, gradually riſing, receives the feet inth 
her wide-ſpread handkerchief ; whihſt Job (who hitherto ſtood 
motionleſs like a ſtatue) as the body came nearer the ground, 


with an eagerneſs that beſpoke the intenſe affection of a ſym-.

an and Magdalen attended the obſequies ; but the image of 
the virgin Mary was carried away and placed upon the front 
of the ſtage, in order to be kiſſed, adored, and worſhipped by 
| the people.— This I ſaw them do with the utmoſt eagerneſs 
and reverence. And thus ended this Good Friday's tragi-comi- 
cal, ſuperſtitious, idolatrous faxce. A farce, which whilſt I 
— as well as now whilſt I am deſcribing it, excited in me 
an high indignation.—Surely, thought I, whilſt attending on 
ſuch a ſcene of mock devotion, if ever, now is the dear 
Lord Jzsvs crucified afreſh; and I could then, and even 
now, think of no other plea foe the poor beguiled devotees, 


than that which ſuffering innocence put up himſelf for his off 


enemies, when actually hanging upon the croſs, © Father, 
te forgive them, for they know not what they do.” There 
was but one thing wanting to raiſe one's reſentment to the 
higheſt pitch, and that was, for one of the ſoldiers to have 
pierced the fide of the image upon the croſs, This in all pro- 
| bability you have heard hath actually been done in other pla- 
ces, and with a little more art, might, I think, have been 
performed here, Doubtleſs it would have afforded the preacher = 
as good, if not a better opportunity of working upon the 
paſſions of his auditory, than the taking down the ſuperſerip- 

tion and crown of thorns, and wiping the head with a blooded = 
cloth, and afterwards expoſing it to the view of the people; 
all which I ſaw done before the body was let down, — But

You 
have heard of my being in Ireland, and of my preaching daily 
to large and very affected auditories, in Mr. s ſpacious | 
room. When here laſt, I preached i in a more conhned place 
in the week days, and once or twice ventured out to Oxminton- 
Green, a large place like Moorfields, ſituated very near the 
barracks, where the Ormond and Liberty, that is, high end low + 
party 2 5 nerally aſſemble every Sunday, to fight with each 
other. The congregations then were very numerous, the word 
ſeemed 2 come with power; and no noiſe or diſturbance en- 
| ſued. This encouraged me to give notice, that I would preach 
there again laſt Sunday afternoon. I went through the bar- 
racks, the door of which opens into the green, and pitched 
'my tent near the batrack walls, not doubting of the protection, 
or at leaſt interpoſition of the officers and Toldiery, if there 
ſhould be occaſion. But how vain is the help of man ! Vaſt 
was the multitude that attended ; we ſang, prayed, and 
preached, without much moleſtation ; only now and then 
a few ftones and clods of dirt were Hs at me. It being 
war time, as is my uſual practice, I exhorted my hearers 
not only to fear Gon, but to honour the beſt of kings, and 
after ſermon I prayed for ſucceſs to the Pru/ian arms. All be 
ing over, I thought to return home the way I came; but to 
my great ſurprize acceſs was denied, ſo that I had to go near 
half a mile from one end of the green to the other, through 
hundreds and hundreds of papiſts, &c.

When I left England, 1 propoſed to take in only twenty 


children ; but when I arrived at Georgia, I found fo many 
objects of charity, beſides the orphans, among poor people's 
chiidren, that I reſolved in this, as well as in all other reſpects, 
to imitate. Profeſſor Franghs ans make A proviſion for their 
maintenance alſo. 

Two of the orphan. boys were put out apprentices juſt before 
I laft left Savannah; one to a bricklayer, the other was bound 
to a carpenter; a third i is to be bound to the ſurgeon belong- 
ing to the Orphan-Houſe; one weaves in a loom at home; 
two I have put to a taylor I brought over, and the reſt are 
now fitting themſelves to be uſeful to the commonwealth. 


| Whoever among them appear to be ſanctiſied, and have a good 


natural capacity, theſe, under Gop, I intend for the miniſtry. 
None of che girls are put out as yet, but are taught ſuch 
things as may make them ſerviceable whenever they go abroad. 


Two or three of them ſpin very well. Some of them knit, 


waſh, clean the houſe, get up the liven, and are taught houſc- 

_ wilery. All that ate capable, are taught to ſew. And the 
little girls, as well as the boys, are employed in picking cot - 
ton. I think I have no lefs than three hundred and eighty- 
two yards of cloth already in the houſe, and as much yarn 
ſpun as wilt make near een ann 
before in Ccargia. | ' 
I have now forty-nine children under my care, twenty-three 
Engiifh, ten Scots, four Dutch, five French, ſeven Americans. 
Twenty-two of theſe are fatherleſy and motherleſs, ſixteen of 
them boys, and fix girls. The others are ſome fatherleſs, and 


| ſome without mothers; all objects of charity except three, 


whoſe friends recompenſe the Orphan-Houſe for their main- 
tenance. One of the orphans is an infant; I pay four” ſhil> 
Jing per week for nurſing it. Since December laſt, we have

As my deſign in founding the Orphain: Houſe was to build 
up ſouls for Gow, I endeavour to preach chiefly to the chil- 
dren's hearts. But that they may be able to give a reaſon of 
the hope that is in them, I conſtantly inſtruct them by the | 
Church of England's Articles, which I turn into catechetical 
queſtions. I am often. pleaſed to hear how judiciouſly ſome 
will anſwer the queſtions put to them. The power of Gow 
has been frequently viſible among the children. Many of the 
girls ſeem to be tender-hearted'; ſeveral of the boys have been 
under ftrong convictions. And though it ſometimes ſeems 
buried, yet I cannot but think the ſced of grate is ſown in 
ſome of their hearts.. 

We are now all removed to Betheſda. We live in the out- 
houſes at preſent; but in leſs than two months, the great houſs 
will be finiſhed ſo as to receive the whole family). 

It is now weather-boarded and ſhingled, and a piatza 'of 
ten feet wide built all around it : which will be wonderfully 
convenient in the heat of ſummer. One part of the houſe 
would have been entirely finiſhed, had not the Spaniards lately. 
taken” froth us a ſchooner loaded with ten thouſands bricks, 
and a great deal of proviſion, with one of our family. | And' 
thereforeg I could not till very lately procure another boat to 
ferch brick from Charles-Town. | 
Notwithſtanding this, and many other hindrances, the 
work has beeti carried on with great ſucceſs and ſpced, There 
are no leſs than four framed houſes, a large ſtable and cart- 
bouſe, beſide the great houſe. In that there will be ſixteen 
commodious rooms, befides a large cellar of ſixty feet long 
and forty wide. Neat twenty acres of land are cleared round. 
about it, and a large road is made from Savannah to the 
Orphan-houſe, twelve miles in length: a thing, ever ſince the 
province has bern ſertled, without a precedent. 

None but thoſe upoti'the ſpot can tell the expence, A well” 
„ inconvenietice” that attends building in Georgia. Moſt of

I cannot fee how 
it is poſſible for the Colony to ſubſiſt on its preſent footing. 

And in a late memorial given in to the Honourable, T ruſtees, 

unknown to me, the people have declared, that if it were not 

for the money that has been expended on account of the Or- 
phan-houſe, the poor inhabitants of the northern parts of the 
colony muſt have been obliged to move to ſome other place. 

Never did a country ſtand more in need of a charity-ſchool. 

Me have often been in ſome difficulties, but the Logo 23 

often hath relieved us out of them. When the ſchooner was 

Toft, a perſon lately converted, ſent us eleven barrels of rice, 

and five barrels of beef. And in my abſence, when my fa- 

mily bad little or no proviſions, the Indians brought j in plenty oi 
deer, till they were ſupplied with food ſome other way. The 
contributions in Charles-Town, New-England, New-Yark, and 

Penſitoania, I think have been extraordinary. | 

The infirmary, which has likewiſe been ſupported "rug this 
inſtitution, has been of great ſervice. The ſurgeon informs 
me, that if every one had been forced to pay for their nurſing 
and medicines, it would have coſt them two hundred pounds, 
 Merling. I have now three or four ſick : I ** a woman to 
attend them conſtantly. 

Soy has much bleſſed our family with health. Only two 
have died out of ſo large a number, fince my arrival; thele 
were two that came with me from England: a 2 
of the women: I believe they are now with Codes 0 5 

have left behind me, as my aſſiſtants, (who have no other 
gratuity than food and raiment) two ſchool-maſlers and their 
wives who are ſchool-miftreſſes. One young man, who is 
alſo married to a young, maiden, lately brought home to Gov, 

J have left at the Orphan-houſe, as ſuperintendent, and chief 

manager of the outward things. There are alſo the ſurgeon 

and his wife, a ſhoemaker and ſpinſtreſs; beſides labourers 
and monthly hired ſervants: I think, in all, I have upwards 
of eighty. The Land, I am Ns] is able and willing to 

Provide for them. 
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I think we have near two hundred hogs, and one hundred 
head of cattle, I give a man forty pounds ſterling, per annum, 
to take care of them; he providing himſelf with proviſion; 
horſes, and a ſervant. As yet we have had no advantage from 
our ſtock, it being a very dry ſeaſon laſt ſummer; ſo that our 


cattle of all kinds have ſcarcely food to eat. But in a year or 


two, we hope, by the divine bleſſing, to have a conſiderable 
quantity of freſh proviſions for our famil 7). 

As for manuring more land than the hired ſervants and 
great boys can manage, it is impracticable without a few ne- 
groes. It will in no wiſe anſwer the expence. 

I am now upwards of eight hundred pounds in debt, on the 


; Orphan- houſe account. Some particular friends have been 


pleaſed to aſſiſt me T doubt not but of Loty will en- 
able me to pay them, and alſo raiſe. up freſh ſupplies for the 
maintenance of my large family. 

I much rejoice in the ;nflicution it has been very beneficial, 
not only to the bodies, but alſo to the ſouls of the labourers; 
One woman received CHRIST very lately at Betheſda and L 
have great reaſon to believe; that three or four rangers, who 
came to ſee us, have been effectually brought home to Gop. 

Great- calumnies have been ſpread abroad concerning dur 


management of the children: people ſhoot out their bitter 


arrows in America, as well as in England. One poor man 
was filled with ſuch reſentment, at the reports he had heard of 
our cruelty to the children, that be came on putpoſe from 
Scuth-Carolina, to take away. his two boys, whom out of com- 


paſſion, I had taken into the Orphan-Houſe: but, when he 


came and ſaw the manner in which they were educated, he 
was ſo far ſrom taking his children away, that he deſired to 


come and live at the Orphan-houſe himſelf.

the miniſtry, it has been my conſtant prayer to Gop, 
that I might provide things honęſt in the fight of all men. Not 
one part of my outward conduct, as I know of, hath paſſed 
unobſerved and uncenſured by ſome wicked unreaſonable men: 
but what ſeems to have given the greateſt offence, and cauſed 
the loudeſt outcry, has been my nen r n for 
an Orphan-Houſe in Georgia. 

Some indeed affirm that there is no ſack thing. But how 
it could enter into the heart of any to ſay ſo, I ſhould not 
have conceived, net the ſcripture had ſaid, wy beart if man 
s deſperately wicked. 

Somewhat more han 2 twelve-month 220, ah mae an ac- 
count of the ſituation and oeconomy of the Orphan-Houſe, and 
what I was in arrears when I left Georgia, Fanuary 1741. My 
chief deſign now, is, to give a ſhort account of the progreſs 
of the work ſince, both as to our temporal NR con- 
cerns, ſo far as lies in my power. 

The ſalvation of ſouls is the chief thing I had in view, when 
God put it into my heart to build this houſe. I would then 
begin with that firſt.

Houſe, were really brought home to Gop, and now bring 
forth the fruits of the ſpirit in their lives and converſations, 
How it has been with my family ſince my departure, will beſt 


appear by publiſhing ſome extracts from the letters which have 


been ſent me from time to time, fince my departure.

Gov. I think I can ſay, to the glory of Gop, that our family 
never was in a better condition. The children, the /nce ef 
our conftitutien, are well taken care of, and watched over. We 
all live in love. God has been v. ſibiy among us, eſpecially 
with the children. Betheſza, as to its outward circumſtances, 
is ſo much for the better, that you would be ſurpriſed to ſee it. 
God enables us to keep up much order. He likewiſe (bleſſed 
de his name) has given us the appearance of a plentiſul crop. 
The garden and plantation now afford us many comſortable 
things, and in great plenty. Our ſtores are yet well ſtocked 
with flour and beef, &c. Mr. . behaves with great 
integrity, and is faithful in his work. The bouſe would be 
ſoon finiſhed, if we could get bricks. F. S. is ready to do all 
our bricklayers work gratis. Brother W-— isa great blefling 
to the family. If you come by way of Philadelphia, pray bring 
- ſome hemp and coarſe flax. He has weaved and ſpun a great 
deal for us. All the boys now lye in the great houſe, I hey 
have alſo coats, and lye in ſheets of their own making : by 
this means they are kept ſweet and clean. We have a fine 
growing ſtock of cattle; and if Gop ſhould fo order it, that 
ve ſhould have a plantation in Carelina, as I believe he will 
bring to pals, we ſhall need but little, if any, affiftance from 
abroad. If out building were now done, our expences would the 
be but vn to what they have been,

UR affairs, bleſſed be Gop, have proſpered far be- 
yond our expectation. We have ſeen, and do 
daily lee, much of Gop's fatherly care, in providing for and 
protecting us; and though we have no vifible fund, yet we 
doubt not, but he that has begun, will carry on and perfe 
his work againſt every oppoſition. We have been plentifully 
ſupplied all the ſummer, while many about us lacked, Ou 
building and neceſſary conveniences, are now compleated, 
Our family now conſiſts of eighty-four perſons, men, "_ 
and children, and nineteen more are employed about us, and 
five in the Infirmary : the latter bave a doctor and nurſe, and 
all other neceſſaries found them at the Orphan-houſe expence. 
We have fifty- eight children: thirty-two of them belong to 
the colony; fix to Puriſdurgh, who are, I think, as great 
jeQs of charity as any in Georgia; and the reſt belong to the 


neighbouring provinces, who are orphans and objects of cha- 


rity, except a few who are maintained at their friends and 
parents charge. We have a taylor and ſhoemaker : likewiſe 
two weavers ; each of them have got a loom, but we can em- 


ploy but one, ſpinning here being extravagantly dear; though 


we hope in a ſhort time to ſpin as much within ourſelves, 1 
will greatly affift in cloathing the family. Gop bleſſes our 


.cattle ; we have upwards of an hundred head, ſmall and great, 


and ſhall be able in a year or two to kill a great quantity. 
Negroes not being allowed, and labour among us ſo expenſive, 
we can make but little improvement in farming. This year 
we have planted upwards of twenty acres, and have clearcd 
twenty acres more for to enjoy the conveniency of the air: 


and, bleſſed be Gov, though we have had a very dry ſeaſon,

finiſhed : he is about ſome neceſfary jobs now, 
and will leave us in a few days.

are already gone: I owe them and Mr. Vardrop about ſeventy | 
or eighty pounds. We are very quiet, and live at an eaſy 

We have had no ſupplies ſince you left us, of fleſh 
or bread kind from abroad, except ſome pork from Mr. B——. 
No New-York veſſels have come to this province of late. He 
live entirely within our ſelues, except a few neceſſaties which we 
cannot do without, that we are obliged. to purchaſe elſewhere, 
Twice a day we eat hominy * of our own raiſing, and at pre- 
ſent without molaſſes. For dinner, we eat beef of our own ſtock, 
and peaſe for bread, of all which we have plenty, and ſhall 
have for three months to come. Our garden is very fruitful 
of greens, turneps, &c. and we expect a good crop of potatoes. 
In. ſhort, we have a ſufficiency of wholeſome food. Glory 
de to Gon, we daily ſee our heavenly Father's hand ſupplying 
us in this wilderneſs-land. O that we were more thankful f. 
I muſt have caſh, not only to pay debts, but alſo to buy 
clothing and many other neceſſaries; and I believe our Gon 
will give it to me. He is our ſhepherd, therefore ſhall we 
lack nothing. I truſt he has enabled us to pray in faith, no- 
thing doubting but he will ſupply our every want. All here 
at preſent enjoy pretty good health. How thankful ought we 
to be! The Lonp ſeems to be ſending his judgments abroad 
upon the earth. In Carolina and Savannah a murrain is among 
the cattle, which takes off great numbers: ours as yet have 
eſcaped. Thanks be to Gop ! Indeed we are obliged to kill 
ſome of them for immediate ſupply. But what are all outward 
n where Gop i is?

Founder, and the cauſe he is engaged in, which has certainly 
been a great hindrance to this worthy, undertaking, as it has 
created even in its friends ſome prejudices, which has hindered 


| their contributing with that pleaſure and freedom they other- 


wiſe would have done; and as I am now upon the ſpot, [ 
think a few moments will not be ill ſpent, in giving you a 
particular account of its preſent ſituation, which. I ſhall en- 
deavour to do in the moſt juſt and impartial\manner, that you 
may have an opportunity of ſerving the intereſt in 8 your 
heart is ſo much engaged. A 

The Orphan- Houſe is pleaſantly Gounted, A with the 


buildings belonging to it, preſents a much handſomer proſpect 


than is given by the draught annexed to the public accounts. 


The great houſe is now almoſt quite finiſhed, and nothing has 


hindered but the want of glaſs, which they daily. expect from 


* Briftal, and ſome bricks that are already at Savannah, and are 


to carry up another ſtack of chimnies, which would have been 
done before, if a veſſel that was bringing brick and other 
ſtores, had not been taken by the Spaniards, which was 2 


great loſs. It is ſurprizing to ſee in what forwardneſs things 
are, conſidering what hindrances they have had, and the ſcar- 


city of labourers in this province. They have cut a fine road 
to Savannah of twelve miles length, through a thicket of 

woods ; and, that it might be paſſable, were obliged to make 
ten bridges and croſs. ways; which was done at no little 
charge. They have alſo cleared forty acres of Jand, twenty 
of which were planted the laſt year, and brought them a to- 
lerable crop: the other twenty was for the benefit of the air. 


They have alſo a large garden at the front of the houſe, 
brought into pretty good order, 


The 
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Tze family now conſiſts of eighty perſons beſides labourers, 
who all contradict the wicked and falſe accounts of their be- 
ing ſtarved and cruelly treated, by the lively and hearty coun- 


tenances they ſhew. I have ſeldom ſeen ſuch a goodly num- 
ber of youths together. Twenty-three of them are orphans z 
others, that have loſt one of their parents; one was born in 
the houſe; and the reſt are fit objects for chtiſtian charity.” 


There are in all thirty-nine boys, and fifteeen girls. The 
number was larger ſome time paſt : but ſeveral of the boys, 


that were well inſtructed, have been put to ſuch trades as they 
| inclined to; and others, who were put here for their learning, 


are returned to their parents, who bars nnen, paid the 
Houſe for their education. | 

- The care of this ſociety at veoſend hs is in the hands of 2 young 
gentleman from London, who manages the ſecular affairs 


thereof; and one from New-Zngland, who has the care of 


ſouls as his particular charge. There are two ſchool=maſters, 
who inſtruct the boys in reading and writing: and thoſe that 


appear ſerious, and of good capacities, are taught Latin, with 


a deſign of fitting them for the miniſtry, if they incline to it. 


Two ſchool-miſtreſſes, that teach the girls; a ſurgeon and 


nurſe to attend the infirmary, in which many ſick perſons, 
from divers parts, have been received, and always been cured 
gratis. Here are alſo ſeveral tradeſmen; a taylor, a joiner, a 


weaver, and a ſhoemaker. The taylor has three boys to in- 


ſtruct in his buſineſs. It is expected that Mr. hitefield will 
increaſe the number of craffſmen, ' when he returns from Eng- 
gland. The œconomy obſerved here is as follows: The bell 
rings in the morning at ſun-riſe, to wake the family. When 


the children ariſe, they ſing a ſhort hymn, and pray by them- 
ſelves: then they go down and waſh; and by the time they have 
done that, the bell calls to public worfhip, when a portion of 


ſcripture is read and expounded, a pſalm ſung, and the exer- 


ciſe begun and ended with prayer. Then they breakfaſt, and 


afterwards go ſome to their trades, and the reſt to their prayers 
and ſchools. At noon, they all dine in the ſame room, and

have comfortable and wholeſome diet provided. A hymn is 


ſung before and after dinner : then, in about half an hour, to 
ſchool again; and between whiles find time enough for reore-

which. is performed i in the ſame manner as in the morning. 
After that they ſup, and are attended to bed by one of their 
maſters, who then pray with them, as they often do privately. 


On the ſabbath- day they all dine on cold meat provided the 


day before, that none may be kept from public worſhip, which 
is attended four times a day in ſummer, and three in the 
winter. The children are kept to reading between whiles, 
Many have reported, that the place is very unhealthy : which 
I believe is quite otherwiſe, conſidering i it is anew ſettlement : 


A remarkable proof of which is, that not one have died out 


of the family, (into which many ſick and almoſt ſtarved chil- 
dren have been received, ho have in a ſhort time recovered) 
and but three or four out of the hoſpital, where many miſer- 
able objects have been taken in. I believe many, who now 
think the erecting an Orphan-houſe in that colony a mad 


_ ſcheme, would alter their ſentiments were they here. Innu- 


merable difficulties have certainly been overcome; but their 
affairs now look with a pleaſant aſpect. If the colony is al- 


| lowed negroes, as it is thought it muſt and will be, they can, 


with about twenty negroes to manure the plantation, Which 
contains five hundred acres of land, raiſe mueh more proviſion 
than a larger family than this can expend, having already a 


fine live ſtock, which is daily inereaſing; ſo that in a few 


years, it is to be hoped, they will be able to ſupport themſelves. 


As to the ſtate of religion here, particularly among the chil- 
dren, the power of Gon has, at times, been viſible among 


them; and. many of them have been brought under conviction, 
which ſeems laſting in ſome of the boys, and ſeveral of the 
girls: but moſt of the grown folks appear to be truly con- 


verted; and many, who haue come as viſitors; have been met 
with by the ſovereign gtace of God, and not ſent empty 
away: may Gon grant I may make one of that number

The Reader may ſee, by this, the Doctor s opinion of the Or. 
phan-houſe, and the teſtimony given concerning it by perſons 


who have viſited it, and who therefore cannot be unacquainted 


with its ſituation. They profeſs, The order of the houſe 
is admirable, and ſo the progreſs of the ſettlement, alone as it 
is in the world. How it can ſubſiſt and flouriſh for the fu- 
ture, I am not ſolicitous about: Gon can help us in Georgia, 
as well as he helped Profeſſor Franck in Germany. The earth 


is the Lö p', and the fulneſs thereof. I acknowledge him to be 


the founder of that houſe : he put it into my heart to build it: 
it has in a great meaſure already anſwered the end of its inſti-- 
tution, and I am perſuaded will do fo more and more. The 
greateſt outward difficulties, I humbly hope, are now ſur- 


mounted, The workmen are all diſcharged, having fulfilled

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flouriſhing a colony as Seuth-Carolina, Not that we are with. 
out hopes, as Mr. Haber ſham writes me word in his laſt letter, 
of making a tolerable ſhift with white ſervants : the Saltz- 
burghers do ſo already. There is a freſh body of them lately 
gone over, and ſome freſh troops to guard the frontiers of the 
colony. Not that I put any confidence in man, knowing that 
the race is not to the fewift, nor the battle io the ſtrong, but Pro- 
vidence ruleth all things: but, at the ſame time, I would at 
with the greateſt caution and circumſpection, and not tempt 
Go by preſuming on him without a cauſe. His having 
helped me and mine ſo often, encourages me to truſt him 
again. He has put it into the hearts of ſome dear friends to 
give Mr. Haberſbam credit for caſh during ny abſence; and 
his Excellency General Oglethorpe has been very friendly, hav- 
ing lent Mr. Haber ſham fifty pounds, and given the orphans 
nine barrels of flour: the Loxp return him, 8 their ther be- 
nefattors, ten thouſand fold into their boſom f' mo 
But all this while, fome will ſay, you Aa us no account 
of your collections in Scotland and elewbere for near this year 
and an half. Iwill now do that to the beſt of my power, and 
likewiſe add an account of my diſburſements; I ſay, my dj/- 
burfements': for, having had no particular Ant of what 
Mr. Haber ſbam has expended and borrowed ſince I have been 
from Georgia, I cannot poſſibly: give an exact account of the 
Whole; but 1 ſhall do. it, Cop willing, immediately after my 
arrival at the Orphan-houſe, beginning where the former ac- 
count left off. From that it appears, I was then upwards of 
eight hundred pounds upon arrears. Since that I have been ab- 
ſent near two years: and conſidering a family of eighty per- 
ſons, or upwards, have been maintained, an infirmary kept up, 
the expence of further work done to the houſe; &c. it will 
not appear unreaſonable that I ſhould be ſtill upwards of fix 
hundred pounds on arrears; as IT judge I am, from Mr. Ha- 
berſbam s general intimations of caſh he had botrowed in Ane.

The General himſelf in a deal cutter, arcom- 
panied with two boats, was attacked by them, and had a very 
wonderful eſcape. The gallies went off as though they would 
go to Auguſtine; but a day or two after returned, attended 
with ſeveral ſchooners, ſloops, and ſhips of force to St. Si- 


mon's. Several days they lay within ſight of the General's 


camp. When we heard this, we kept a day of faſting, 


h prayer, and humiliation, to aſk direction of our great ſhepherd 
what we ſhould do. As the Spamyh fleet had then made no 


inroad upon the General, we concluded to fand ſtill and wait 
upon Gop. The 5th inſtant the Spaniſh fleet run into St. Si- 
mon's Sound, up the river that leads to Frederica. The fleet, 


I hear, conſiſted of thirty-five or thirty- ſeven veſſels; and not- 


withſlandivg the General fired upon them from his battery, 


and to privateers, and other veſſels did the ſame, they: paſſed 
without ſeeming to regard them, and landed a great number 


of people at Caſcorgr's Bluff on St. Simons. The General 
ſeeing himſelf encompaſſed about with enemies, ordered ſeve- 


ral floops, New<Yorkers, laden with proviſion to be ſunk; his 
privateer ſloop was burnt, ahd Capti Thomfor and the ene 
made the beſt of their way to the North. The General is 
now ſutrounded by the Spuiardt upon an ifland, without ha- 


ving one veſſel of any bigneſs to carry im and his army off. 


He retreated from St. Simon's (burnt all the hutts, houſes, 


Se. thete) to Froderica, and gave leave ſor the women and 
children, and I think all except his fighting people, to make 


their eſcape. 


The 17th inſtant ſeveral boats full of people paſſed by our 


W fad informed us of the above, and that it was thought 


the General's army would be entirely cut off, unleſs great 


| aliſtance was immediately ſent them, which it is likely could 


not be done ſoon enough. We all met together, and prayed 


to dur dear Father, and afterward' deſired every one to ſpeak 
their mix 4 freely, what was neceſlary to be done in this emer- 


gency, We'confidered it would be impoffible to move fo 


many childten, weak women, and babes in their arms away 
upon a fudded approach of the enemy; that we were ſo locked 
in, that we could not get through the Narrotos with our 


boats but foùr hours in twenty- four, and unanimouſly agreed 


| to move them away direMly. But we had o one gue] objection

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to get over, the glory of Gop ; we thought the providence of 
_ Gop plainly pointed out our removal; and if the Spaniard; 
ſhould be permitted to take and hon all before them, we 
ſhould be acceſſary to the death of eighty- five. poor creatures, 
and likewiſe bring a reproach upon religion, through our diſ- 
regard of uſing means for our preſervation. Our friends 
thought things might not be /o bad as reported, and concluded 
to ſtay that evening at the Orphan-houſe, while I ſhould go

informed about it. Aceordingly I went about nine that even- 
ing, and returned at three in the morning. The news I had 
confirmed from the perſons who had fled from Fridtriea; and 
our friends at Savannah adviſed us to move. Mr. Fouts offered 
to lend me any aſſiſtance to do it. The next morning, as de- 
lays might be dangerous, we took as many goods out of the 
houſe as the boats would conveniently carry with the people.

OME months have I been here, and now think it high 
time, according to my promiſe, to ſend you as explicit 

an account, as I well can, of the progreſs, and preſent ſituation 
of the Orphan-houſe. - Some have thought, that the erecting 
ſuch a building was only the produce of my own brain; but 
they are much miſtaken. It was firſt propoſed to me by my 
dear friend the reverend Mr. Charles Meſley, who, with his 
excellency General Oglethorp, had concerted a ſcheme for car- 
rying on ſuch'a'deſign, before I had any thoughts of going 


abroad myſelf. It was natural to think, that as the govern- 


ment intended this province for the refuge and ſupport of 
f our poor countrymen, that numbers of ſuch adven- 

turers muſt neceſſarily be taken off, by being expoſed to the 

| hardſhips which unavoidably attend a new ſettlement. I 
thought it therefore a noble deſign in general, to erect a. 
houſe for fatherleſs children, And believing ſuch a proviſion 
for orphans would be ſome inducement with many to come 
over, I fell in with the deſign, when mentioned to me by my 
friend, and was reſolved, in the ſtrength of God, to proſecute 
it with all my might. This was mentioned to the honourable 
the truſtees. They took it kindly at my hands; and as I 
then began to be pretty popular at Briſtol, and elſewhere, they 
wrote to the Biſhop of Bath and Mills, for leave for me to 
preach a charity- ſermon on this occaſion in the abbey- church. 
This was granted, and I accordingly began immediately to 
compoſe a ſuitable ' diſcourſe : but knowing my firſt ſtay at 
Georgia would be but ſhort, on account of my returning again 
to take prieſts orders, I thought it moſt prudent, firſt to go 
and ſee for myſelf, and defer preſecuting the ſcheme till I 
came home: becauſe I could then be better able to judge, 


whether the ſcheme was practicable, and conſequently could

be able to recommend it with the greater earneſtneſs. When 


1 came to Georgia, I found many poor orphans, who though 
taken notice of by the honourable truſtees, yet through the 


circumſtances. For want of a houſe to breed them up 
in, the poor little ones were tabled out here and there, 
and befides the hurt they received by bad examples, forgot at 
home what they learnt at ſchool. Others were at hard ſer- 
vices, and likely to have no education at all. Upon ſeeing 
this, and finding that his majeſty and parliament had the in- 
tereſt of this colony much at heart, I thought J could not 
better ſhew my regard to Gop and my country, than by get- 
ting a houſe and land for theſe children, where they might 
learn to labour, read, and write, and at the ſame time be 
brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Lox D. Ac- 
cordingly, at my return to England in the year 1738, to take 


of five-hundred acres of land, and laid myſelf under an obli- 
gation to build a houſe upon it, and to receive from time to 
time,” as many orphans as the land and ſtock would maintain. 

As I-had always acted like a clergyman of the church of Eng- 
land, having preached in many of the London churches, ind 
as I had but a few months before collected near 'a thouſand 
pounds Sterling, for the children belonging to the charity- 
ſchools in London and M ęgſiminſter; it was natural to think, 

that I might now have the uſe at leaſt of ſome of theſe churches 
to preach in, for the orphans hereafter more immediately to be 


Churches were gradually denied to me. And I muſt let this

ed with me, deſiring nothing for their pains, 1 food and 
raiment, My dear fellow- traveller, William Seward, Eſq; alſo 
joined with them, and was particularly uſeful to me on this 
occaſion, Our firſt voyage was to Philadelphia, where I was 
willing to go for the ſake of laying, in proviſion.. Having a 
Captain of a ſhip with me, who had been my ſpiritual child, 

by his adyice, I laid out in London a good part of the thouſand 
pounds for goods; and by his care and that of my. other fel- 
low-travellers, without any. trouble to myſelf, got as much by 
them at Philadeiphia as nearly defrayed. the family's expence 
of coming over. Here Gop bleſſed my miniſtry daily, and 
begun that work in Philadelphia, which, I am; perſuaded, will 
be remembered through the ages of eternity, January; follow- 
ing, 1739, I met my family at Georgia, and being unwilling 


to loſe any time, I bired a, large houſe, and took in all the 


Orphans I could find in the colony. A great many allo of the 


town's children came to ſchool gratis, and many poor peaple 


who could not maintain their children, upon application, had 
leave given them to ſend their little ones for a month or two, 
or more, as they could ſpare them, till at length my family 
conſiſted of between ſixty and ſeventy... Moſt of the orphans 


were in poor caſe; and thres & fert lll yay. up with 


lice, I likewiſe erected an Infirmary, in which many ſick, peq- 

ple were cured and taken care of gratis. I have now, "ea; me 

a liſt. of upwards of a hundred and thirty patients, who were 

under the Surgeon's hands, exeluſiye of my own private family. 

This Surgeon I furpiſhed with all proper drugs and utenſils, 

which put me to no ſmall expence; and this was fill incyeaſed

maſters. One that I brought from Neu- Eugland is handſomely 
ſettled in Carolina; and another from Philadelphia is married, 
and lives very comfortably at Savannah.

: has been ſupported in ſuch a colony, without any viſible fund, 
c is wonderful! I am ſarprized when I look back, and ſee, iow 


for theſe ſix years laſt paſt, Gop has ſpread a table in the 
wilderneſs for ſo many perſons. Were all the particular pro- 
vidences that have attended this work recorded, perhaps they 

would de found not inferior to thoſe mentioned by Profeſſor

is little better than an idiot. But notwithſtanding, they are 
uſeful in thę family, one in the field, and the other in the 
kitchen.

A valuable young man from New- England 
is my ſchool- maſter, and in my abſence performs duty in the 
family, . Sabbath- days the grown people attend public worſhip 
at Sauannab, or at White-buff, a village near Betheſda, where 
a Duich miniſter officiates. My dear friends who haye hitherto 
been my aſſiſtants, being married and having three or four 
children, thought it beſt, as moſt ſuitable to the inſtitution, to 
remove: Gop has mercifully provided for them, and they are 
comfortably ſettled at Savannah and elſewhere: we frequentiyx 


Write to and hear from one another. I need not trouble hο,t 


wich the order of our family. It is pretty near the ſame ag 
uſual, and I do not think to make any material alteration for 


ſome time. Many have applied to me to take in their chudren 


as boarders, and erect a public ſchool: but I habe not yet de 
termined. It is certain. ſuch a ſchool would: be exceedingly 
uſeful in this part of the world, if there ſhould be a peace, 
has OD for theſe northern parts of the. colpny, but alſo far 
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| dais! ſouthern parts of Carolina, Puriſburgh, and wn 
where are many ſine youths. I have been prevailed on to take 
one from Frederica, and another from Puriſpurgb, and it may 
be ſhall admit more. For the preſent, | conſidering the ſitua- 
tion of affairs, I think it moſt prudent to go on making what 
improvements I can on the plantation, and ſhall bring a tutor 
with me from the northward in the fall, to teach a few youths 
the languages, and enlarge the family, when affairs are more 
ſettled. The houſe is a noble commodious building, and every 
thing well adapted for bringing up youth. Here is land to 
employ them in exerciſing their bodies, and to keep them from 
idleneſs out of ſchool hours. Here are none of the temptations 
to debauch their tender minds, which are common to more 
populous countries, or in places where children muſt neceſſa- 
rily de brought up with negroes. What Gon intends to do 
with the colony is not for me to enquire; ſecret things belong 
to him. It has hitherto been wonderfully preſerved, and the 
Orphan-houſe, like the burning buſh, has flouriſhed uncon- 
ſamed. In fine; the government has, no doubt, its welfare 
much at heart: and, Gon willing, I intend to carry on my 
deſign till I ſee the colony ſink or ſwim. The money that 
has been expended on the Orphan- houſe, and Orphan- houſe 
family, has been of vaſt ſervice to this northern part of the 
colony. And though it has been greatly detrimental to my 
own private intereſt, yet I do not repent of the undertaking. 
No, I rejoice in it daily, and hope yet to ſee many more ſouls 
born unto Gop here. I have had a very comfortable winter, 
The people of Savannah, having no miniſter till lately, gladly 
accepted my labours; and at Fraderica, the gentlemen and 
foldiers of General Oglethorp's regiment, as well as the inha- 
bitants of that town, received me very gladly, Major Horton 
ſeems to behave very well; he has a very fine growing plan- 
tation. I ſaw barley i in the ear the firſt of March. Georgia 
is very healthy. Not aboveſ one, and that a little _ has 
died out of our family, fince it removed to Betheſda. I think 
the colony (were the inhabitants ſufficiently numerous) is ca- 
pable of as good improvement as any on the continent. 
For the ſatisfaction of my friends, and ſilencing, if poſſible, 
my enemies, I have had my accounts from the very beginning
